Whether the Georgia division of the 
Southern Cotton Association will go to 
wreck on a financial rock will depend 
upon the success of that committee ap- 
pointed at the annual meeting of this 
associa:ion yesterday to try and finance 
the association for the year 1908. 

President M. L. Johnson was reelect- 


that proper arrangements be made to 
care for the finances of the associa- 
tion during this year. This committee 
issued a statement stating that unless 
funds were raised the division would 
have to cease to exist. 

It was agreed, by resolution, that the 
farmers of the state should plant all 
of the crops necessary to running the 
farm, at home, and to have the cotton 
crop as a surplus crop. 

It was further urged that a reduction 
of 25 per cent of the acreage be made 
this year. 

This about completed the work of 
the association, which adjourned after 
a two-hour session. 

The hour appointed by President 
Johnson for-the meeting to gather 
was at I! o'clock, in the senate cham- 
ber of the capitol. At that hour barely 
a dozen delegates had arrived, and the 
hour of meeting was postponed until 
noon. 

During that inter-regnum the subject 
or disorganization was freely discussed 
and many thought that the Farmers’ 
Union had absorbed so many members 
that it was useless to try to continue. 

Others urged that another effort be 
made to collect funds and continue the 


Called Meeting to Order. 


At noon the delegates had increased 
to two dozen, or more, and President 
Johnson called the meeting to order. 
An executive ‘session was declared 
and the room cleared. 


When the question of election came 
up, President Johnson was nominated 
to continue in office.

The convention then elected the fol- 
lowing delegates to th2 Dallas con- 
vention, which {fs to be‘ held 
the latter part of the month: au ak 
Peek of Conyers, M. lL.

At 2 o'clock the convention adjourned 
to meet in the headquarters of Presi- 
dent Johnson in the Empire building.

In an interview yesterday President 
Matheson, of the Georgia School 
Technology, announced that the night 
echool at the state institution would 
Start on March 2. The entire equip- 
ment of Tech will be at the dlaposai 
qf those students who wish to 
the night course. 
President Matheson's 
as fcllows: 


Realizing the need of vocational training 
for the large number of local youths between 
the ages of 16 and 19, and of better skilled 
training for artisans and others now at work 
above said ages, it has been decided to 
establish a night school at the Georgia School 
of Technology. The finely equipped plant 
of the Tech will thus be placed at the dis- 
posal of the young men of the city, and the 
city itself has made provision for the maip- 
tenance of the school.

DEMOCRACY FILES ITS PLATFORM CAVEAT. 


The national democracy has given the business men and the voters-at- 
large of the country a clear and an unequivocable outline of the issues upon 
which it will comtest the momentous presidential campaign of 1908. 

It is contained in graphic, epigrammatic form in the recent speech of 
Minority House Leader John Sharp Williams, who formulates the demo- 
cratic demand thus: ; 

The publication of the names and. postoffices of atl persons con- 
tributing to campaign funds; five days’ notice to the opposite party 
before a writ of injunction involving property rights can be sued out; 
the right of any one charged With a contempt ef court committed 
outside the view of the court to be tried before a neutral judge; the 
election of United States senators by the people; the enforcement of 
collections under the income tax laws; investigation of the so-called 
white paper trust; restraint of overcapitalization of combinations; 
amendments of the interstate commerce act so as to further do away 


4% with destructive methods of crushing competition. 


Further, he said, he earnestly hoped the republicans would not pre- 
vent the enactment of laws to admit free of duty al] ship construc- 
tion materiais; to remove duties from goods carried in American 
bottoms between the United States and Its insular possessions; to re- 
convene the joint high commission for the purpose of furthering re- 
c:procity between the United States and Canada; to put Into operation 
the terms of President McKinley's proposed reciprocity between this 
country and. France, and a minimum tariff schedule; to admit coal 
free of duty; to reduce to 100 per cent any duty excessive of that; 

'@ so reduce the dutfes on hides as to cut by one-half the present 
r profits on certain ieather goods; to reduce the duty on watches to 15 
per cent; to admit free of duty the products of those American na- 
tions whose ports admit free Our breadstuffs, other necessities of 
life, structural materials, implements, ete.; to establish the indepen- 
dence of the Philippines; to create free trade between the United 
States and the Philippines. 
The foregoing declaration Virtually takes on the importance of a pre- 
convention platform. For the last several days Mr. Williams has been in 
close and frequent conference with Mr. Bryan. Further significance is found 
in the fact that he prefaced this incisive utterance with the unmistakable 
pronunciamento that the president's message more “nearly resembles in its 
substance ope to emanate in the future from the Hon, W. J. Bryan.” 
This remarkable statement may then be considered as the joint product 
of Mr. Bryan and Mr. Williams endorsed, after due deliberation and expe- 
rienced weighing of its effect and meaning, by the influential democrats who 
are in thorough and intelligent sympathy with the prevailing sentiment 0% the 
country. 
If it omits a single one of the economic or political phases which are 
pressing for present and ultimate solution, we are not able to locate the miss- 
ing item. Campaign publicity; use and abuse of the injunction; popular 
election of United States senators; the income tax: the trusts: overcapitali- 
zation and corporate regulation; and last, perhaps most vital, tariff revision. 
The tentative democratic platform may confidently challenge the scrutiny 
of the so-called “radical” and the so-called “conservative” contingents in the 
national electorate. 
In sharp and conclusive contrast is the evasive attitude of the republi- 
cans, made apparent through happy coincidence on the same date. 
While Leader Williams was delivering his significant declaration, a 
delegation of prominent manufacturers and business men from every section 
of the country were waiting on Chairman Payne of the house committee of 
ways and means, and Speaker Cannon. Their mission was to ascertain the 
position of the republican party with reference to immediate and effectual 
tariff revision. | 
Chairman Payne and Speaker Cannon made it perfectly plain to these 
representative business men that there would not be even a preliminary 
step toward tariff revision by the present congress: and that the relief of 
which the country stands so conspicuously in need would be extended only 
“after” the presidential election. | 
This is the traditional “not yet, but soon” position of the republican party 
on the tariff. These repulsed business men, bearing in mind the similarly 
illusive attitude of the republican presdential candidates, no doubt see in 
it the old deceptive republican eventuality of ‘“‘neither now nor ever.”

Mr. Bryan's vigorous characterization of the dishonesty and criminality of 
the practice of gambling in futures upon stocks and cotton and other products

Its demoralizing influences President Roosevelt pointed out in his 
recent forceful message to congress. But Mr. Bryan has not only pictured this 
unhealthy side of it, involving the temptation, downfall and often the ruin 
of the individual victim; he has gone further than the president, depicting 
its destructiveness to the property of the producer—a wanton destruction 
which he justly and appropriately denominates theft.

The producer ts entitled to have his products dealt with on the sole basis 
of the ratio of supply and demand; and where this law is suspended by 
market manipulation, and prices are made to respond to the will of the Manip- 
ulator, the process involves nothing more nor less than common dishonesty. 
Manipulattca of the cotton market with future quotations anywhere from 
one to two cents per pound below the actual field value of the product, during 
recent years, is ample proof of the purpose of the manipulators. 

Mr. Bryan finds Monte Carlo an innocent pleasure resort and the out- 
lawed Louisiana lottery a plaything when compared to the ramifying evils 
of the New York future gambling institutions, of whose practices he says: 


When a group of men gamble at a wheel of fortune or a game of 
cards, the injury done is confined to them and to those immediately 
dependent upon them, but those who gamble in the grain pit or on the 
floor of the stock exchange deal in commodities or securities in which 
eighty millions of people are directly or indirectly interested. Farm 
products are juggled up or juggled down, stocks are boosted by the 
bulls or depressed by the bears, and the whole country feels the effect. 


It is this very point which The Constitution has sought earnestly and per- 
Sistently to impress upon the people and those who make their laws. 

Were it solely a question of morality affecting the individual as though 
-he were a habitue of the racetrack or a patron of the roulette table, it might 
very well be left to the state governments, each to deal with it according to 
its own lights. 

But as an evil of national scope, destroying the property and confiscat- 
ing the legitimate profits of the American farmer, from one end of the coun-

AND THE WORK IT IS DOING 


Two hundred little fellows who must 
work for a living selling papers on the 
wheeling through the cold and 
day—to carry messages 
wrapping bun- 
while 


street, 
wet—night and 
delivering packages, 
dies till their little fingers ache, 
the more fortunate boy is skating, play- 
ing baseball, football or enjoying the 
pleasures and advantages of a comfort- 
able home—of such is the Boys’ Club. 

Here gather these boys when the day's 
work is done—to refresh themselves in 
the shower baths and tnen to find re- 
laxation and entertainment in the way 
that each likes best. Many of them, 
especially those who are cooped up qur- 
ing the day, find thelr greatest joy in 
the gymnasium, where their little bod- 
ies are strengthened and developed as 
they go through the exercises under 
tha direction of young Francis, of the 
Boys’ High school, who acts as physical 
director. Many others prefer the quiet 
table games, such as drafts, dominoes 
and other harmless diversions. And 
then there is a large and interesting 
group which gathers in the reading 
rooms to eagerly devour whatever there 
is to interest the plastic and omniver- 
ous mind of a boy. There are not many 
books as yet, though the book shower 
of some weeks ago did much for the 
empty shelves, but all of them are good, 
healthy, brain food for growing boys. 
There the tired urchin can Yose himself 
in the delights of ‘Treasure Island,’’ 
or “Arabian Nights,’ or “Crusoe,”’ or 
“Young Marooners.” Then there are 
the papers and magazines and histories 
and all sorts of texthooks for those 
who would learn. 

But far and away, the greatest bless- 
ing offered the Boys’ Club is the kind- 
ly genius who Is their teacher, their 
leader, their friend, their chum—Dr. 
George C. Dorr, who is spending his life 
in carefully cultivating this ‘‘seed corn” 
of the city and her boys. 

One has to see him at work to realize 
the value of his method and all it means 
to these future citizens of Atlanta. 
Does he control them? Wert, few house- 
holds with two or three boys are as 
well disciplined as these two hundred. 
And yet there is no harshness, no mili- 
tary tyranny or tiresome red tape—all is 
good feeling and fellowship, and the 
keynote of his success lies in the fact 
that he knows how to keep them inter- 
ested and appeal to all that is best in 
them. 

It is winter now and necessarily only 
winter games and winter training are 
available. But already they are busi- 


or 


ly planning for the summer when there 
will be outdoor sports, and, oh, joy! 
oh, rapture! The camp in the woods, 
which is to last two long wecks, and 
sleep in tents and hammocks and cook 
under the trees and fish and hunt and 
swim and climb and all those other de- 
lightful* things spell heaven to those 
poor little city crampeg lads. 

All this has been made possible by the 
tireless work of such men as Walter 
O. Foote, Dr. Fioyd McRae, 
Black, Charlie Hopkins, Dr. De Los Hill, 
Captain E. S. Gay, Jack J. Spalding, C. 
E. Caverly, Oscar Elsas, James L. May- 
son, A. K. Hawkes and H. C. Peeples 
and their associates on the board of 
directors. While much has been accom- 
plished, the work is really in its in- 
fancy. There is only a crude little 
shower bath where there must be lots 
of them and a big plunge. The gym- 
nasium is but meagerly equfpped, more 
books and many otner things are 
needed. 

That is why the Order of Old-Fash- 
ioned Women and the Marist College 
Dramatic Society have arranged for a 
splendid entertainment at the Grand 
Friday night, February 14, in. which 
some fifty Atlanta children will partici- 
pate—and the Boys’ Club will be there 
too. No citizen of Atlanta who loves 
a good show in a good cause can afford 
to miss it.
